The import! ut architectural relics of Rome’s glory are to he 
given a setting worthy of them. 
Open squares are to be made 
around ancient amphitheaters, the famous capitol and the no less 
famous Pantheon. 
“Everything that has been built around these 
monuments during the centuries of decadence must disappear.” 
There are to be wide avenues cut through, too, st! that the historic 
monuments will be visible from afar. 
The “masterful temples of Christian Rome” likewise are to 
be “liberated from the profane parasitical constructions which now 
cling to them.” 
The sacred Tiber itself is to be redeemed, clear 
to the Mediterranean. 
“Within live years Rome must appear as 
a marvel to all the people of the world—vast, ordered and power­ 
ful as it was in the time of the first empire of Augustus.” Musso­ 
lini orders it. 
It is a big order, fitted to rouse Italian patriotism and capti­ 
vate the world’s attention.

A1- a result of Solicitor Luceock’s 
ruling, solons decided to "throw out” 
the ordinance altogether. 
A petition for the improvement of

Councilman Nicholson

Council referred the pet,Hon to the 
u ervice d ep artm en t. 
By authorizing the auditor to issue 
a certificate of indebtedness to Jesse 
W. Stone, In payment of a judgment 
obtained in common pleas court, the 
city gave up a legal fight that has 
been hanging fire for a long time. The 
judgment amounts to $1,732. including 
interest.

large per cent of It to be abandoned- 
For the ll. S. as a whole, in spite

Increase, the crop 
shows a decrease of one per

caused by the undesirable 
weather at seeding time.

tion for the entire country is reported

Completion of the new route of the Lincoln highway, via 
C hester through Clinton. Imperia), Moon Run and Crafton to 
Pittsburgh, during 1926 is dependent in a great measure upon 
the activity of the West Virginia road commission, judging from 
the announcement that the Pennsylvania state highway depart­ 
ment proposes to shoulder its share of the work as soon as neces­ 
sary preliminaries are completed. 
Approximately $1,000,000 has been appropriated by th#* Key­ 
stone state legislature for the building of the highway between 
Laughlin^ Corners .and Clinton. Engineers are now m aking a sur­ 
vey of the new route near Hookstown. W ith the completion of this 
work, bids will be sought.on the improvement. 
And according to 
W. H. Connell, of H arrisburg, acting secretary of the highway de­ 
partm ent, the job will he completed before the end of the year.

Flyers opening Henry Ford’s new airline from Detroit to 
Miami, Fla., were nearly frozen to death in the blizzard they ran 
into on the first leg of their trip. Pilots and passengers alike suf­ 
fered severely from the intense cold, freezing their faces, hands 
and feet. 
That sort of thing seems quite unnecessary, in a tem perature 
of va n 30 degrees below zero, or any other tem perature th at flyers 
are likely to experience. 
People should be able to keep warm In an 
airship as easily as in an automobile; and every owner of a snug, 
closed car with a heater in it knows how easy th at is. 
There is enough heat developed by an airplane engine to 
warm a house. 
It is simply a question of running an exhaust pipe 
through the car-body, with adequate means of radiation, and hav­ 
ing the body properly sealed and insulated against the outer cold. 
We should soon be able to fly comfortably anywhere, regardless 
of altitude and season.
